APPLES 


Our 3-4 year old Apples are extra heavy, beautiful trees. Many of them have already 
fruited in the nursery. They are the size of trees most likely to bear early crops. Please 
do not expect fruit this summer. Fruit trees, as a general rule, have to become estab- 
lished on their new location, before they begin to bear. 


Northern Spy, Red Astrachan, Rhode Island Greening and Wealthy are varieties re- 
commended for baking and cooking.

A leading commercial sort in New York.and New Eng- 
land. Large, bright red. Tree vigorous and productive. 


CORTLAND. November-February. A comparatively new apple that combines the 
flavor of McIntosh, and the ability to stand handling of the Baldwin. An excellent 
variety to plant as a cross-pollinator. ° 


DELICIOUS. December-February. One of the finest winter apples. Dark red with 
crisp, fine grained flesh of excellent flavor. Hardy, vigorous, and annual bearer. 


EARLY HARVEST. July-August. An old favorite; the earliest summer apple of good 
quality. Bears early and regularly. 


EARLY McINTOSH. August. This apple with its pleasing taste and appearance is 
very similar to McIntosh. Bright solid red, flesh juicy with a sprightly sub-acid 
flavor. 


GRIMES GOLDEN. November-January. Deep yellow fruit with dots of russet. Flesh 
yellowish white, crisp and moderately juicy, mild sub-acid flavor.

JONATHAN. November-March. A beautiful red apple. Flesh yellow, crisp, tender, 
and juicy, with a pleasantly acid flavor. : 


McINTOSH RED. October. A leading commercial sort for New: York and New Eng- 
land. A very attractive apple of the highest quality. Hardy, bears young and 
annually. 


MILTON. September. A beautiful pinkish red apple, flesh tender, very white, with a 
refreshing aroma. Early and annual bearer. This is an excellent new variety ° 
which can be highly recommended. 


NORTHERN SPY. November-April. Large red and yellow apple of fine quality. Lead- 
ing commercial sort. . 


OLDENBURG (Duchess). August-September. An early and regular cropper; tree ex- 
tremely hardy. Fruit pale yellow with stripes of bright red. Flesh yellow, juicy 
and slightly sub-acid. 


RED ASTRACHAN. August. Handsome deep crimson apple, excellent for cooking. 
Hardy and a good bearer.. 


RED GRAVENSTEIN. September-October. An excellent autumn apple, tender, juicy, 
with slightly aromatic flavor. 


RED ROME BEAUTY. November-May. This beautiful apple is brilliant solid red in 
color, flesh juicy and aromatic. A dependable cropper, highly recommended. 


RHODE ISLAND GREENING. November-March. Large yellowish green apple of fine 
quality. An abundant yielder and excellent keeper. 


STAYMAN’S WINESAP. December-April. Winesaps prefer a long season. For this 
reason we recommend their planting in Southern gardens. The fruit is’ yellow 
striped with red, and the flesh has a pleasing flavor. Trees start bearing annual 
crops at an early age. 


WEALTHY. October-January. Beautiful, brilliant red apple of fine eee Excep- 
tionally hardy and an early bearer. 


YELLOW DELICIOUS. October-March. Golden yellow apple, large, juicy, and ex- 
ceptionally fine quality. Many say ihis is the finest yellow apple. It bears young 
and heavily. Producers in 38 states report Yellow Delicious apple trees bearing 
at 2 years of age. 


YELLOW TRANSPARENT. August. Early yellow apple. Excellent flavor. Trees hardy 
and abundant bearers. 


QUINTUPLET APPLE TREES 


This new type of tree produces 5 varieties of apples on one tree. 


-The varieties are Yellow Transparent, McIntosh Red, Stayman’s Winesap, Deli- 
cious, and Yellow Delicious. They are selected so that the trees will provide 
fruit from early summer until late in the season. You pick your first crop of 
apples in mid-summer from the Yellow Transparent. McIntosh Red ripens in the 
fall, and Stayman’s Winesap, Delicious, and Yellow Delicious will provide fruit 
throughout the winter. 


One Quintuplet Apple Tree planted by itself can be expected to produce satis- 
factory crops without requiring another tree for pollination.

FLEMISH BEAUTY. September-October. Large yellow pear, cheek over-spread with 
a marble red blush. Flesh yellowish-white, juicy, sweet, with a very good quality. 


GORHAM. September. A new variety. Fruit resembles Bartlett, but ripens 2 weeks 
later and keeps better. The tree is notably resistant to blight. 


Flesh very juicy, with a musky 
aroma. If stored in a cool place will keep until June. 


SECKEL. August-October. A delicious little pear that is the standard of excellence 
in its class. Brown with red cheek. Very productive.

Gooseberries and currants are fruits whose merits for the home garden and local mar- 
ket are not fully appreciated. They are easy to grow, and they occupy only a small 
amount of space. They may be grown on places too shady for other plants, thus per- 
mitting complete utilization of a limited garden area. 


They are very hardy. Heavy, annual crops are the rule, and strong 2 year old plants 
may produce some fruit the first year planted.

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GRAPES 


Plant Grape vines on a warm spot, such as a side of a building or board fence. The 
additional heat of such a side will help to mature your grapes better, especially late 
varieties such as Caco and Sheridan. 


A Grape trellis makes a nice division between the vegetable and flower garden. 


Select early ripening Grapes such as Fredonia, Ontario, Portland and Worden, if you 
are located in the far north where late varieties do not mature. Ontario, Sheridan and 
Delaware are good wine grapes.

Ripens a few days before 
Concord. 


FREDONIA. This is our earliest grape of the Concord type, ripening 15 days earlier 
than Concord. Color is blue-black, berries and clusters are large. 


NIAGARA. The most popular white grape with large bunches and berries. 


ONTARIO. The earliest of the white grapes. Large berries in long clusters, sweet 
and highly flavored. A beautiful grape, becoming more popular each year. 


PORTLAND. A white grape, ripening a few days after Ontario. It contains much 
sugar and can be eaten before it is fully ripe. Berries are large and quality is 
excellent. 


SHERIDAN. A beautiful blue grape, ripening shortly after Concord. Clusters and ber- 
ries are very large, very sweet and highly flavored. Fruit can be kept in common 
storage until January.

BLUEBERRIES 


Blueberries have special soil requirements and are not adapted to so wide a range of 
soils as are the other fruits. Soils for blueberries should be loose in texture, well sup- 
plied with organic matter, and acid. If your soil does not meet these requirements this 
condition may be created by mixing with the surface soil a liberal quantity of peat 
moss, partially rotted leaves, pine needles, or sawdust. 


Our Bearing-Age Blueberry Plants usually begin to bear the first year planted. Plant

UMBRELLA TREE (Catalpa Bungei). 12-15 ft. Makes an umbrella- 
shaped top without pruning. 


EUROPEAN MOUNTAIN ASH (Sorbus eucparion: 20-40 ft. One 
of the most ornamental of all trees. Clusters of flashy orange 
colored fruits from midsummer until late fall. 


FLOWERING CATALPA (Catalpa speciosa). 30-40 ft. Rapid grow- 
ing tree with large heart- shaped leaves and panicles of white 
flowers in June. 


WHITE BIRCH (Betula alba). 30-40 ft. The gleaming white bark 
is beautiful summer and winter. 


CUT-LEAF WEEPING BIRCH (Betula alba laciniata). 30-40 ft. A 
graceful, white barked tree with drooping limbs and cut- 
leaved foliage.

Sour Cherries, Crab Apples, Bush Cherries, Gooseberries, Currants, Asparagus, Blue- 


_ berries, Strawberries, and Rhubarb are extremely hardy. 


Raspberries and Blackberries are hardy enough to grow satisfactorily in the far north. 


_ They can be relied on to come again from the roots, if they should be damaged by 
_ extremely low temperatures. Latham is the hardiest of the Raspberries.
